For years the demand for teachers has far exceeded the 
output. Not until there are plenty of teachers for the 
larger towns and cities will there be a possibility of induc- 
ing trained personnel into the schools of rural areas. Local 
service must be relied upon, and we must encourage our 
young people to enter the work and pay them when they 
choose to serve in a small town.

All receipts as issued by the Treasurer were examined. 

Expenditures were found to have been made by check from 
warrants drawn by the Selectmen. All checks ssued were 
compared with the warrants as to names and amounts. 

Because the Treasurer had not reconciled the check book 
with the bank statements during the year, it was necessary 
for our auditor to make such reconciliations, with the result 
that the amount of $52.88 was found to be due trom the 
Treasurer. 


Accounts Receivable 
This account is made up of amounts due from the Treasurer 
and the Tax Collector. 


Taxes Receivable 

The 1946 tax commitment was added and compared with 
the records of the Assessors. A difference of 67c was found 
and adjusted. This commitment was accounted for by cash 
paid the Treasurer, or remained unpaid as shown by the 
records of the Tax Collector. 

Payments on prior years’ unpaid taxes were checked in de- 
tail and the amount of $68.20 was found to be due from the 
Tax Collector. 

Tax Liens 

The payments received on tax liens were examined and all 

liens on hand were checked.

We were allowed to pay -| 
at the former basic rate of $1000 per year until the end of the ) 
year, in June. Thus we paid the new rate of $1500 from Sep- q 
tember until town meeting time. This coming year we must | 
pay at the new rate for a full year of thirty-six weeks and not 
for approximately one-half of a year. 


Secondary tuition rates are now increased. The new law © 
makes it legal to charge up to $150 per pupil, if two vocational 
courses are offered and cost justifies it. This is of course 
necessary to help in the extra cost for the towns who run high 
schools.
